London, Nov. 11.—Official word has been received here of signing of 
armistice by Germany at 5 o’clock this morning and that hostilities ceased 
at 11 o’clock. The message stated that cessation of war activities became 
effective on all fronts throughout Europe today. 


NO CHANCE TO RENEW WAR, SAYS WASHINGTON 


Washington, Nov. 11.—At 6 o "clock this morning, U.S. time, the war 
practically came to an end. | 

The State Department officially anounced that German plenipotentiar- 
ies officially arrived at terms at Foch’s headquarters at 5 o’clock and that 
hostilities ceased at 11 o’clock French time. 

Although the armistice merely halts the war and does not end it, 
Foch’s terms are such as to prevent Germany renewing hostilities, hence 

the war is regarded as being «er. 


FVAGUATION Of 
CIAU CHAU BY 
JAPS DEMANDED 


Washington, Nov. 9.—China will ask 
at the peace table that the Japanese 
evacuate Kiau Chau, authoritative 
disclosures here today indicated. This 
territory, formerly indefinitely leased 
to Germany by China was taken by 
Japan after a spectacular siege that 
began with her entry into the war. 
Unofficial statements from Tokio at 
the time of the occupation were that 
Japan would withdraw her forces at 
the end of the war. 


Later intimations of Japanese 
statesmen have been that Japan in- 
tends to hold Kiau Chau as well as 
other German possessions in the Pa- 
cific and the East, with the sanction 
of the Entente. Chinese officials see 
a confirmation of these intentions in 
the permanent enterprises and un- 
dertakings started by the island em- 
pire in Kiau Chau and in the surround 
ing province of Shantung.

According to dispatches from Berlin the German peoples government has 
been instituted in the greater part of Berlin. The garrison has gone over to 
the government. 

Ths workmens’ and_ soldiers’ council has declared a general strike. 
Troops 2nd machine guns have been placed at disposal of the council. Guards 
which had been ictal tbl at public offices and other buildings have been 
withdrawn. 

Friederich Ebert (vice-president of the Social Democratic party), is car- 
rying on the chancellorship. The text of the statement by the peoples gov- 
ernment reads: 

“In the course of the forenoon of Saturday, formation of a new German 
people’s government was initiated. The greater part of the Berlin garrison 
and other troops stationed there temporarily went over to the new govern- 
ment. 

“Leaders of deputations of the Social-Democratic party declared that 
they would not shoot against the people. They said they would, in accord 
with the people’s government, intercede in favor of order. Thereupon in 
offices and public buildings guards which had been stationed there were 
withdrawn. 

“Business of the imperial chancellor is being carried on by the Social- 
Democratic deputy, Herr Ebert. 

“It is presumed that apart from representatives of the recent majority 
group three independent Social-Democrats wiil enter future government.” 

London, Nov. 11.—(Midnight)—Both the former German emperor and 
his eldest son, Frederick William, crossed the Dutch border Sunday morning, 
according to advices from The Hague. 

They proceeded to Middachten castle, according to a dispatch received 
by the army general staff at the Hague, based on reports to the Nether- 
lands’ capital. 

The dispatch, dated today, follows: 

“Press reports state that the Kaiser arrived this morning at Maastright, 
Holland, and is proceeding to Middachten castle in the town of Desteeg, 
near Utrcht.” i 

Desteeg is on the Guelders Ysel, an arm of the Rhine river, 40 miles 
east of Utrecht and 12 miles from the German border. 

Copenhagen, Nov. 11.—The new Berlin government, according to a Wolff 
bureau, has issued the following proclamation: “Fellow Citizens: This day 
the people’s deliverance has been fulfilled. The Social Democratic party has 
undertaken to form a government. It has invited the Independent Socialist 
party to enter the government with equal rights.”

LIBERATION OF FRENCH 
AND BELGIANS GOES ON 


French, British, Belgian, Italian 
And American Troops In 
Big Drive

Paris, Nov. 9—The French resum- 
ed their advance on the whole front 
this morning, it was announced by 
the war office. 

“During: the night there was artil- 
lery and machine gun activity at sev- 
eral points on the front, ” the com- 
munique said. 

“This morning, our troops again 
started their march forward on the 
whole line. ” 


London, Nov. 9—The Allies are 
continuing their liberation of French 
and Belgian soil, while Marshal Foch 
awaits the answer of the German 
hgh command at Spa to his terms for 
an armistice. 

Latest official erports showed 
French British, Beigian, Italian and 
American troops attacking along a 
front of about 200 miles, from the vi- 
cinity of Ghent to the Verdun region. 
Important new gains have been made 
on a wide stretch of this line. In 
addition, the enemy is reported to be 
undertaking a great retreat on the 
Metz front. Details of an American 
advance in that region have not been 
received. 

The French and. Americans now 
hold the line of the Meuse from Me- 
zieres southward. The great fortress 
cities of Maubeuge and Hirson are 
practically within the grasp of the 
British and French. The British have 
taken Conde and Hautmont, and hold 
the western portion of Tournai..Field 
Marshal Haig announced that his ar- 
mies have taken 18,000 prisoners and 
several hundred guns since Noy. 1, 

French troops have crossed the 
Scheldt, on a wide front south of Au- 
denarde. 

In the Balkans, the Serbs have de- 
feated the Germans along the Danube 
and Save and have crossed those 
rivers into Serbia and also have ta- 
ken up the march to Sarajevo.
